EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Argument Over Meanings 


All the hubub over who is responsible for school con- 
struction planning and building is, to us, a matter of 


semantics. 


Quite probably the law is clear — town officials other 
than the School Committee have this responsibility. 

But it is also clear that the governing body of the 
school system has sole authority to establish educational 


requirements. 


Thus 


the School Committee is having ‘‘schematic 


drawings’ made, so that cost estimates can be deter- 
mined. This is a necessary prelude to town meeting 
action, when the ultimate cost of the project must be 


discussed and acted on. 


Whether or not the ‘‘schematic drawings’’ are actually 
plans, and thus are being authorized by the wrong town 
agency, is almost incidental to the fact that the drawings 


are needed. 


Logically, this stage of the planning belongs with the 
School Committee. The architect is attempting to devise 
a way to house the number of students who will be attend- 
ing the school; he is trying to accommodate the number of 
rooms and other facilities required by the educational 
specifications within the confines of a building that can 


be afforded by the town. 


To turn this step of the planning over to any other group 
in town would be a practical impossibility, from an operat- 


ing point of view. 


It is clear to us that schematic drawings are not working 
plans; once town meeting has appropriated funds, if it 
does, then all the other town agencies can take over and 


complete the project. 


This would seem to be a logical and legally-proper way 
to proceed, providing the distinction between schematic 
drawings and working plans is kept in mind. 


Watch For This Report 


One of the items under active consideration by a sub- 
committee of the Charter Study group concerns the receipt 
and inspection of supplies, merchandise and equipment. 

This is an excellent opportunity to find out whether 
proper control procedures are followed by town officials. 


It is just as important — 


perhaps more vital — to be 


certain that full value is received as it is to prepare 
adequate specifications and purchase orders. 

This can be particularly true when large items of equip- 
ment are concerned, and the specifications have been 


detailed and complicated. 


The results of this portion of the study will be received 


with great interest.

Officials of the town, partic- 
ularly those concerned with finan=- 
ces, were worried about the cost 
of the removal, But all they could 
do was dig down into municipal 
coffers to pay for the work.
